With furious fighting proceed* 
ing only fifteen miles from Rome 
— so close that at one point today 
our doughboys could soc the dome 
of old St Peter’s—it’s small won* 
der that world anxiety 
for 
the 
Italian capital’s welfare should 
intensify. 
The Allies have made it clear 
they will do their utmost to pre­ 
serve the eternal city, which not 
only houses the Holy 
See 
but 
whose site was inhabited as far 
back as Neolithic days and thus 
is one of the earliest milestones in 
the progress of mankind. 
What 
the Nazis 
may 
do 
is 
another 
matter. 
When Pope Pius appealed to the 
Allied and German leaders March 
12 to spare Rome from becoming 
a battleground. Secretary of State 
Hull said the Allies hoped this 
could he done 
Hull added that 
tile blame would be on the Ger­ 
man^ if Rome did suffer, 
presi* 
dent Roosevelt a few days later, in 
a note to Premier De Valera of 
Eire, said substantially the same 
thing 
The latest Allied state­ 
ment was by British Prime Min­ 
ister Churchill last week when ho 
declared* 
“ We have great horns that 
tho 
city of Rome w ill be preserved 
from the struggle of our armies ” 
Churchill didn’t 
explain this 
seemingly optimistic forecast. We 
know the Allies w ill do their best 
to shield Rome but, as he remark* 
ed. it’s impossible 
to 
forecast 
v, hat the Get mans w ill do on their 
retreat from Italy “ in the way of 
destruction to a people they ii at q 
and despise.’’ 
Perhaps toe 
prime 
minister’s 
view was ba^-d on the thought 
that the Germans may not try to 
hold Rome—not because of de­ 
sire to spare the cfhr bu! to save 
their own skins. 
I don’t believe 
the present determined resistance 
bv the Nazis in the powerful de­ 
fenses of the Alban foothills be­ 
low Rome is in itself proof that 
they intend to hang 
on 
to 
a 
finish. 
Whatever German Field Marsh­ 
al Kesselnng may intend to do 
about holding Rome, he has no 
choice at this juncture but to de­ 
fend the approaches to the city 
until he has rescued as many as 
he can of his mauled forces which 
are 
retreating 
along 
bombed 
roads, all of which lead to Rome. 
The capital is the hub of Italy’s 
highways and railways 
He must 
clear his Arm y through"there to 
reach new defenses to the north. 
If the Allies should occupy Rome 
now, great numbers of Gorman 
troops would be cut off. 
Hitler*# propagandists are 
in­ 
forming 
their 
public—and 
the 
world -that the Nazis w ill vk ith- 
draw to the north of Rome— that 
its occupation by the Allies does- 
n t matter. One looks for catches 
rn enemy propaganda. 
Rut this 
might mean what it says. 
One 
good reason may lie here: 
Berlin itself 
is 
predicting 
a 
possible Allied 
landing on the 
Italian coast above Rome from 
the island of Corsica.

Infantile Scurvy a Ra re Co nditio n

who had a v ery rare condition—

frequency and dangers of v itamin 
deficiency, these 
patients 
were 
such curio sities that all the staff 
members were especially inv ited to 
see them. 
They wore shown 
to 
bo th the senio r and junior classes 
o f medical students, b ecause they 
might not get 
a chance to see 
ano ther case, at least for a lo ng 
time. 
There had b een one other case 
o f scurv y in the hospital this win­ 
ter—an adult. 
And it wa? quite 
a curio sity too. 
And rememb er 
this is in a hospital where ab out 
25,000 indiv iduals are taken care 
of a y ear. Yet in all that numb er 
this is the only adult whose troub le 
was diagno sed as a v itamin de­ 
ficiency . 
Th# cases are worth co nsidering 
at length because they represent 
so me mistakes that ev en yet occur 
in the managements of these con­ 
ditio ns. Scurv y is the result of 
lack o f Vitamin C in the diet. 
Vitamin C is found b est in fresh 
citrus fruits—orange juice, lemon 
juice, lime juice, grapefruit and 
to mato es and some other v ege­ 
tables. The fresh, or raw, fruit or 
juice must be used: cooking v ery 
largely destro y s W a m in C. 
Im­ 
po rtant fo r tho se who howl ab out 
a daily intake o f v itamins is this 
passage fro m M eakm’s Pra ctice o f 
Med icin e—“ If Vitamin C b e ab ­ 
sent fro m the diet fo r a period o f 
six continuous weeks symptoms of 
scurv y are to b e expected. A small 
amo unt o f the v itamin intermit­ 
tently may prev ent it.” In other 
wo rds, it is sufficient to hav e some 


tomato juice once a month. 
For b ab ies, howev er, a daily 
dose of fresh orange juice or to­ 
mato juice had b est b e added to the 
regular feedings. 
The medical 
profession hav e b een trying to 
teach mothers that for years and 
the fact that infantile scurv y is so 
rarely met with is an indication of 
the success of the educational cam­ 
paign. 
In the case of one of the b ab ies 
of whom I am writing, it was im­ 
possib le to ob tain any kind of in­ 
telligib le dietary history’ from the 
family; we do not know what the 
b ab y got for food except b y in­ 
ference. 
Incidentally it looked 
quite fat and well nourished ex­ 
cept for the signs of scurv y*. 
But 
plenty of sugar in the diet will do 
that.

In the other case, and this is 
really pitiful, the mother had b een 
giv ing the b ab y a kind of orange 
extract from a b ottle. 
It was 
ev idently old and stale, or the pro­ 
cessing of the extract had remov ed 
all the Vitamin C. But the mother 
had heard sufficient of the modern 
health preaching to know that the 
b ab y should hav e orange juice, b ut 
hadn’t b een impressed with the 
fact that it had to b e fsesh. 
Since ab out 1910, when the 
action of the v itamins was dis­ 
cov ered, mothers hav e b een so 
educated to the necessity of adding 
fresh fruit juices to the b ab y’s 
regular 
feeding 
that 
infantile 
scurv y has almost disappeared. So 
much so that when a sporadic case 
or two, such as I hav e mentioned, 
appears doctors are so unfamiliar 
with it they do not recognize it. 
Usually the cases are mistaken for 
rheumatism, b ecause the ends of 
the b ab y’s b ones are sore and it 
cries when it is picked up. In one 
of the cases I just saw the gums 
b led and the dentist pulled two 
teeth in the mistaken impression 
that they were to b lam*’.
